Again 


Bradley R. Sawyer, secretary | 
of the Ketchikan branch of the| 
Alaska Labor Union, was arrest- | 
ed Sunday, charged with being a | 
deserter from the United-States | 
army, and upon orders of the! 
commanding officer at Fort Wil-| 
liam H. Seward, is now being 
held. It is probable that he will 
be sent to Fort Seward within 
the next few days, and there be 
turned overto the military author- 
ities. 

An interesting phase in the 
ease is that Steve Ragan, late as- 
sistant United States attorney 
who was murdered on the streets, 
was reported to have evidence | 
against Sawyer along this line 
upon which he intended to pros-| 
ecute. On Saturday night the 
officials found Mr. Ragan’s notes | 
and from this secured the infor- | 
mation, together with other evi- | 
dence which they secured, result- | 
ed in his arrest. | 

The matter was taken up with | 
the commanding ‘officer at Fort | 
Seward and he telegraphed to the | 
officials here that Sawyer was 
wanted and to hold him. 

It is said that the charge of de- 
sertion comes, in that Sawyer | 
failed to fill out any questionnaire 
and was therefore listed as a de- 
serter by the army.—Chronicle.
